Business lias met no setback this wee£, 
tmd eimhutiBs larger than earlier in 
August and larget than , a week ago di- 
i-eetly Aftoi the patfie. The country 
Jiufi n'ow passed nearly three weeks uu- 
'dor tlie new tariff, i^id all admit that 
changes have been of less importance as 
yet thtui was expected. If in some 
branches business has materially in- 
creased it has gamed a littlo or has 
fallen off iu others. 


Loss in some directions is explained 
by crop reports for tho most favorable 
estimate of exports put the lo.ss of corn 
as about 400,000,001) bushels, whereas 
the government report is by some inter- 
preted as moaning a loss of 1,000,000,000 
bushels. 
The opinion of the trade does 


not favor the oittoinJ estimate and tltd 
price haa not risen at all during the 
week, through' receipts have' been very 
small, exports have ptueticaJly ceased, 
and all re'iiluio that the shrinkage o( 
400,0!(0,000 bnshels is serious, if it proves 
to be hogreatort since it must affect 
Jjrioes of meats for a year or more. Pork 
is unchanged but lord has risen 80 cents 
per 100 pounds, 


Nor are onicial reports encouraging as 


to wheat. Western receipts in two 
weeks havo been il, 18-1,087 bushels 
against 10,07-1,701 List year, and Atlan- 
tic exports only 8, 074,790 against B.lOfi,- 
B62 last year, and tho price 1,5 l-2c lower, 
Oouslderaulr injury is officially reported 
to cotton, but few expect le.ss than 
8,600,000 bales, which is more than 
enough, mid the pnca is a sixtceuth 
lowet.

Less activity is seen in dry goods, tho 
rush of postponed business having abat- 
ed, and there is more dwpositiuu to 
defer purchases Ixjcause of somewhat 
general advances iu cotton goods and 
because London wool sales are cspeetbd 
to make tho outlook clearer. 
Strikes in cotton mills- havo not ceased 


and stocks of print cloths shrink rapid- 
ly, but some question whether recent 
advances in price can bo maintained, 
with important additions to tho present 
force. 


There i<« still a fair business for speedy 


delivery in woolens and for cheaper" 
grades of spring goods, but soarculy 
anything is dons in tho finer grades. 
About half the usual business ia the 
aggregate has been doijo, it is esti- 
mated, but about tlujee-quartors in the 
cheaper grades. Sales of woo! have 
beau 8,255,200 pounds in two weeks, 
against 5,647,000 last year, and 10,438,- 
800 in 18U2. The markets are easier 
and less active, all awEtitiug tho London 
flale. 


Failures in the first week of Septem- 


ber its yet reported show liabilities of 
only $1,430,070, of winch $415,120 were 
of manufacturing and $937,450 of trad- 
ing concerns. Tho aggregate -'of liabil- 
ities reported for August is $10,u97,5J8. 
This week the failures have been 207 iu 
tho United States, against SJjJ last year, 
and 44 iu Canada, against 27 last year. 


CENSUS ALMOST ^COMPLETED. 


Th« Work Uiui Jleon Done In 1111 IJuuB.Uly 


Short 1'oHod. 


"WASntNOTON, Sept. 15.— The work of 


the eleventh census is about completed, 
the work on population and vital statis- 
tics being all that remains to bo done. 
Tho portion of the work on population 
remaining uncompleted is that on occu- 
pations. The vital statistics are made 
up largely from the figures on population 
and have been held back on account of 
the work in tho population division. 


Chief Clerk Dowuoll thinks that m 


less than five mouths the work of the 
census will be completely closed and the 
present force of 400 employes reduced to 
40 or 50 at the outside.' These will bo - 
expects, who will havo charge of the 
proofs'from the printing office. An ad- 
ditional supplement to tho compendium 
of tho census is yec to be issned. But 
while the census work proper will thud 
b« finished in a few months, it may be 
Hoveral years before tha work of piiut 
ing is all done and the completed work 
published. The completion of the work 
at BO early a period is unusual, and to 
Superintendent "Wright's skill and ex- 
perience in handling statistics this is 
largely attributed.

which paid duties amounting in 1803 
to $1,143,050. He will also li ive free 
binding twine, bagging, burlaps and 
grain bags made of burlaps. In 1893 
the.duties paid on grain bags alone 
was »5:i(i,DUU. lie will also have free 
of duty plows, tootii and disk har- 
rows, harvesters, reapers, agricultural 
drills, 
"mowers, horse 
rakes 
and 


threshing rnaohes. 


The duties on women's and chil- 


dren's dress goods, coat linings and 
similar fabrics have been greatly.re- 
duced. 
In 1831! the duties paid oo 


this class of goods amounted to $IS,- 
250,000, which, at an ad valorem rate 
was over 102-percent., but the new 
biU reduces tlie rate to 40 and. 50 per 
cent. Tlie diityon woolen cloth and 
worsted goods is reduced one-half, 
while the rate on knit woolen fabrics 
is cut down from 94 to 40 per cent.
